This office action is a response to the appeal brief filed on 1/10/2007, 

Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIM 

Re. Claim 1: Before the phrase "one of the electrode regions: as recited in line 5, 
insert a phrase of -only--. 

Cancelled the non-elect claims 13-24. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose the claimed invention such as an electrical insulation is 
deposited only one of the plurality of electrode regions to form an array of electrodes in 
the only one of the plurality of electrode regions. The closest reference of Wang teaches 
a process of depositing an electrical insulation all over the plurality of electrode regions 
in order to form an array of electrodes all over the plurality of electrode regions. 
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Therefore, it would not be obvious to modify Wang by depositing the electrical insulation 
only one of the plurality of electrode regions, since doing so would destroy the structure 
of electronic circuits of Wang.
